“We believe UNESCO is a 
propaganda agency designed to 
eliminate nationalism from the 
minds of our children and re- 
place it with the philosophy of 
one world.” i

Olympic Press. Then I called 
the secretaries of nearly all the 
labor councils sponsoring his 
papers, and asked them to get 
hold of Langdon Post, editor of 
those papers, and to inform 
kim that if he wanted their 
business he should urge Sackett 
to be a good employer at 
KROW and put all possible 
pressure on him to act as such.”

2—Various persons were quoted as saying that, after 
all, Hungary was a Communist country, and how did we 
know we weren't bringing in a bunch of Commies who 
would infiltrate us? 

3—The reputable agencies collecting money for the relief 
of the Hungarians reported that contributions were lagging 


As for lagging contributions, this is the old story of a 
momentary sympathy for heroic people soon declining into 
boredom.

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ernment so that these newcomers can be absorbed into our 
economy. Merely to denounce them as foreigners trying to 
steal the bread from our children’s mouth is cruel, but it is 
also shortsighted. Whether we like it or not, we've got to 
demonstrate to the uncommitted peoples of the world that 
we mean it when we say that democracy has more regard 
for human rights than dictatorship has. Finally, on this 
point, don’t forget that we're all immigrants in this country, 
as Franklin D. Roosevelt told the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 

As for Communists coming into this land of the free, how 
about the rest of the phrase those words come from? Is this 
the home of the brave, or not? Is it a cave where timorous 
folk cower, so little trusting their system of government 
hat they think it will fall to pieces if a few Commies sneak 
‘n among the refugees, or is it an cpen country where brave 
men and women with open hearts and open minds meet the 
needs of their fellow men and the arguments of their enemies 
with courage and confidence? 

Our belief in the soundness of the arguments just ad- 
vanced makes us very happy that the Central Labor Council 
has voted to help a Hungarian refugee and his family.

For Postal Clerks 


The nation’s postal workers 
who handled the largest vol- 
ume of mail in history during 
the Christmas season are up in 
arms over what they charge 
constitutes “bad faith” on the 
part of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

E. C. Hallbeck, legislative di- 
rector of the National Feder-
